DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to tine Amendment after Final filed on May 08, 

2008. 

Claim 1 was amended; and Claims 3, 10, 12, 16, 17, and 20 were cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or renders obvious the claimed combination of a device to compress 
combustion air for a combustion engine of a motor vehicle having a housing, at least 
one compressor impeller arranged in a compression area of a first housing part 
arranged in the flow direction between an air inlet and an air outlet of the housing, an 
electric motor arranged in a second housing part of the housing to operate the 
compressor impeller, a spiral-shaped flow channel, the flow channel being a least 
partially defined by the second housing part and has a cross-section that widens in the 
circumferential direction of the housing, so that air flows circumferentially from the 
compression area to the air outlet, and: 

"Regarding Claims 1 and 21: 

the flow channel being connectable with the air inlet of the housing by 
means via a bypass channel bypassing the compressor impeller and elastic 
means being provided to open the bypass channel with a deactivated electric 
motor. "
